S.R.O. 6. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit-

1. Short title and commencement: — (1) These rules may 
be called the Ministry of Defence Senior Analyst (Work- 
Study) (Class 1) Recruitment Rules, 1973.

— The method of recruitment to the said posts, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith 
shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule 
aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

ft person having a spouse living. Or, 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal jaw 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax all or any of the provisions of these rules with respect 
of any class or category of persons.

Now r , therefore, in exercise of the pp wers conferred by 
clause (17) of section 282 read with section 283 of the Can- 
tonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the Cantonment Board, 
Roorkee, hereby makes the following Bye-laws to amend 
the Roorkee Cantonment (Control and Supervision of Mills) 
Bye-laws, 1970, namely: — 
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1. Short title and commencement,- — (1) These Bye-laws 
may be called the Rooikee Cantonment (Control and Super- 
vision of Mills) Amendment Bye-laws, 1973,. 


And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from the public by the Cantonment Board before the said 
date; 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Insertion of new Bye-law 5A. — In the Roorkee Canton-

“5A Renewal of Licences. — -A licence shall be renewed 
on a request in writing from the holder of a licence 
and shall be subject to the continued observance 
of the conditions laid down in bye-laws 7 to 11 for 
issue of a fresh licence.”

(2) after clause (ii), the following clauses shall be added, 
namely: — 

"(iii) be a structure of permanent nature, and 
(iv) be insured against fire”. 

4. Amendment of Bye-laws. 10. — In bye-law 10 of the 
said Bye-laws, for the words "adequate height”, the words 
“not less than 1.8 meters higher than the highest surrounding 
building” shall be substituted. 


And whereas the Central Government have duly approv- 
ed an<J confirmed the said draft amendments to the Bye-laws, 
as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said 
Act; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (3) of section 282 and section 283 of the said Act, the 
said Cantonment Board hereby makes the following Bye- 
laws to amend the Bye-laws published with the notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No. 
S.R.O. 319 dated the 29th October, 1969, namely: — - 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These bye-laws 
may be called the Jullundnr Cantonment (Tax on Cycles and 
Tri-cycles) Amendment Bye-laws, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Substitution of Bye-law-1.— For Bye-law-1 of the Bye- 
laws for regulating the collection and recovery of tax on 
cycles and tri-cycles in the Cantonment Board Jullundur 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Bye-laws), the follow- 
ing Bye-law shall be substituted, namely: — 

“1. Every person who owns or keeps a cycle or tri- 
cyle shall be liable to pay tax for a year or part 
thereof at the following rates, namely: — 

“Rs. 2.25 paise per cycle or tricycle". 

3. Substitution of Bye-law 9. — For bye-law 9 of the said 
bye-laws, following bye-law shall be substituted, name- 
ly:— 

“9. If a number plate of a registered cycle or tri-cycle 
Is a lost, a duplicate plate may be issued by the 
Cantonment Board on payment of twenty-five paise". 


5. Substitution of Bye-law 13. — For bye-law 13 of said 
Bye-laws, (he following bye-law shall be substituted, name- 
ly:- 


"13. Penalty for contravention. — A person committing 
a breach of any of the conditions laid down in 
these Bye-laws shall on conviction, be punishable 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees 
and, in the case of a continuing contravention, 
with an adillonal fine which may extend to ten 
rupees for every day during which such contraven- 
tion continues, after conviction for the first such 
contravention”. 

6. Substitution of Byc-law 14.— For bye-law 14 of the 
said Bye-laws, the following bye-law shall be substituted, 
namely: — - 

“14. Cancellation of Licence for Contravention. — (1) If 
a licencee contravenes the provisions of any of these bye- 
laws, he shall be served with a show cause notice calling 
upon him to explain within a period of fifteen days from the 
date of service of the notice as to why his licence should 
not be cancelled. 

(2) Ir the event of his failure to satisfy the Executive 
Officer with regard to the said contravention and without 
prejudice to the provisions contained in bye-law 13, his 
licence shall be liable to cancellation by the Executive Offi- 
cer and no fresh licence shall be issued to him until such 
time as he has carried out satisfactorily the orders of the 
Executive Officer with regard to the enforcement of these 
bye-laws."

JT, Section 4, dated the 1 Olh August, 1973, as required by 
section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 ol 1924), for 
inviting objections or suggestions from all the persons likely 
to be affected thereby wilbin the period of sixty days from the 
date of publication of the said notification. 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made available- 
able to the public on the 1 0th August, 1973; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from any person before the date so specified; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may 
he called the Pachmarhi Cantonment (Division into Wards) 
Rules 1974.

Boundaries of the Wards 

Ward No. I. — The ward shall comprise of Gopal Ganj 
(part), Ballab Ganj. Gandhi Ganj, Hich'T Secondary School 
area, Cantonment Board Hnrijan Quarters and some por- 
tion outside Cantonment Bazar area. 

The boundary starts from north limit of Cantonment and 
eastern side of Brandavan Khoh and runs southward along 
the eastern side of katcha road via Gopal Ganj upto Girls 
Middle school running along the western boundary of the Mid- 
dle school and then crosses Piparia Rd. straightway and meets 
on the west corner of the Cariappa Park. From there it 
turns towards cast-north and runs along the southern side of 
the Piparia Road upto -the junction of Piparia and Jai- 
Prakash Road on the eastern corner of the Jai Prakash 
Road. From there it turns towards south along the eastern 
side of the road upto the eastern corner of Jawahar Chowk 
and junction of Arvind and Jai Prakash Roads. From there 
it turns towards east north alone the northern s ; 'te of A rv !nrl 
Road upto the approach road of Cantonment Board Harijan 
Quarters. Then it turns towards south to some distant" and 
then moves towards east covering Cantonment Board Hariian 
quarters, further it turns towards north and roes rmto the 
boundary of Cantonment and then turns towards west upto 
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the starting point covering, Chusul Company, Cantonment 
Piparia Octroi Post. Sankat-Mochan Mandir and Lashkaria 
Khoh. 

Ward No. II, — The ward shall comprise of Sadar Bazar. 

The boundary starts from the junction of the Piparia Road 
and Arvind Road near Cantonment Board office and runs 
towards north east along the southern side of the Arvind 
Road upto Jawahar Chowk, the junction of Arvind Road 
and Jai Prakash Road. From there it runs south along the 
eastern side of Jai Prakash Road upto the meeting point of 
Baldeo Singh Road. From there it runs towards south along 
the eastern side of Baldeo Singh Road and goes straightway 
crossing the Patel Road to meet Bainganga Nallah through 
survey Nos. 93/815, 814, 808 on the eastern side and num- 
bers 818, 817, 816 on the western side. From there it turns 
towards west and runs along the northern side of Bainganga 
Nallah upto the Bridge, Piparia Road and western comer 
of house survey No. 93/847, Then it runs towards north-east 
and north along the eastern side of the Piparia Road upto 
the junction of Piparia Road and Arvind Road, the starting 
point. 

Ward No. HL— The ward shall comprise of Aruna Ganj, 
Kasturba Ganj and locality situated on part of Patel Road. 

The boundary starts from the south-east corner of the 
Jawahar Chowk and runs towards cast-north along the sou- 
thern side of the Arvind Road upto the eastern corner of 
the house of Shri Parmu Gadaria Survey No. 296-B, From 
there it runs southward upto the southern corner of house 
survey No. 296-B, then moves to south-west passing through 
Pillar No. 14 upto Bainganga Nallah and then it follows 
the western side of the Bainganga Nallah upto survey No 
842, and then it turns towards west along the northern side 
of nallah upto the boundary point of Ward No. II which 
meets Bainganga Nallah on its northern side touching Sur- 
vey No. 816 on its western side. From there it goes towards 
north along the eastern side of Baldeo Singh Road and Jai 
Prakash Road and meets at the starting point at Jawahar 
Chowk. 

Ward No. IV.— The ward shall comprise of Tilak Ganj, 
part of Gopal Ganj, Jawahar Ganj with Bus Stand area. 
Bridge near House Survey No. 93 [847-Part and leading by 
Piparia Road upto Nasir Bungalow, MES Inspection Bun- 
galow, Police Station and upto the meeting point of ward 
No. IV and I. 

The boundary starts from the north limit of Cantonment 
area and the starting point of Ward No. I. Then it follows 
the boundary line of Ward No. I and runs towards south 
via Gopal Ganj upto the comer of Cariappa Park, then still 
follows the boundary of Ward No. I running towards east- 
north upto the junction of the Jai Prakash Road and Piparia 
Road near Pradeep Talkies and from there runs towards 
south along the boundary line of Ward Nq. I (i.e. eastern 
side of Jai Prakash Road) upto the east-south comer of 
Jawahar Chowk and then turns towards west along with the 
boundary line of Ward No. II. i.e. southern side of Arvind 
Road upto the junction of Arvind Road and Pioaria Road 
opposite Cantonment Board Office. From there it follows 
the boundary of Ward No, TI towards south, south-west along 
the Pinaria Road and passing through the bridge near survey 
No, 93 /847-Part and goes towards south-west through Nasir’s 
Bungalow to MES Inspection bungalow along the boundary 
of the Cantonment and then it moves towards north-eastern 
along the Cantonment boundary passing through Police Sta- 
tion upto the north limit of Cantonment boundary pillar No.

Ward No. V. — -The ward shall comprise of the Military 
area, Tibetan School area, Bharat Scout area, Police Train- 
ing area under Cantonment limit. Military Hospital area, 
Mditary Family Camp, Central School area. 

The boundary starts from the point near Cantonment 
boundary pillar No, 4 in the north and eastern boundary of 
Ward No I in the extreme north. Therefrom it runs to- 
wards east along the boundary pillar No. 5 and goes upto 
Cantonment boundary pillar No, 6. From there it turns to- 
wards south-west on Pillar No. 7, Then it curves towards 
south-west on pill nr No. 8 and straightway goes towards 
south-west upto the boundary pillar No. 9. From there the 
boundary covers the area encircled by pillar Nos. 10, 11, 12, 


13 and 14 in the south west. From pillar No. 14 the boun- 
dary runs south-west upto pillar No. 15, 16, 17 and turns 
towards west upto Pillar No. 18. Then it goes sharp to the 
south upto pillar No. 19. From there it turns towards west 
running along with pillar No. 20 to 28. From there the 
boundary turns towards north-west upto pillar No. 29 
where from it runs towards eastern side running along with 
pillar Nos. 30 to 36.
